No Commercial Stables Here 


There are no commercial stables in An- 
dover, according to a survey completed by 
Building Inspector William Meins and his 
staff. 


Meins, meeting with the selectmen in 
conference session Monday night, said he 
was working on a bylaw for presentation 
to town meeting in October which would 
allow the stabling of horses for pleasure. 
He is working with the planning board on 
the matter. 


There are 14 out of 48 locations where 
horses are stabled in violation of 
provisions of the zoning bylaws and ten 
locations where horses are stabled for 
others, the building inspector said. ‘‘But, I 
can’t point a finger at any that are 


operating stables for profit,’’ Meins told 
selectmen. 

The building inspector was asked to 
check for violations of zoning bylaws with 
regard to stabling horses, or ponies, in 
response to complaints from residents in 
the Jenkins Road area. 

The residents were protesting the opera- 
tion of Muhammed Khusro, whose 
operations have been in controversy for 
over a year, starting initially with North 
Reading refusing to supply water for other 
than household use to the Jenkins Road 
property. 

Meins told selectmen Monday night that 
there are 169 horses or ponies stabled in 
Andover, 126 of them owned by those on 
the property. 


Zoning bylaws provide that persons hav- 
ing horses must have two acres of land for 
the first animal and an acre for every one 
thereafter. 


The 14 stable-owners found in violation 
of this provision will be notified of the 
violation. 


Meanwhile Meins will be working with 
the planning. board in developing an 
amendment to the bylaw to assist those 
who have horses or ponies for pleasure, to 
be able to maintain them, also, that there 
would be no profit-making stabling ven- 
tures in the community. 

The survey required almost 200 hours of 


staff time to complete, selectmen were in- 
formed.

Lewis explained that the Ford company 
had done a marketing survey of the 
Lawrence, Lowell Haverhill area and 
determined that there were too many 
Ford dealerships in the area. The com- 
pany will require a new building to be 
erected in the area with eight acres of 
land, in order to permit continued 
operations. 

With the long term lease worked out, 
Lewis decided to close out the motor mart 


operation. Lewis said he has been able to 
place the 31 employees of Shawsheen with 
other agencies. 

In a sense, the motor mart has been a 
part of the historic Shawsheen develop- 
ment of William M. Wood. It was original- 


‘ly a garage for trucks in the village owned 


by the American Woolen Company. 
When Elisworth Lewis took the building 
over for his automobile agency, which also 
included Lincoln-Mercury, he also had an 
engineering and contracting business.

for the town and one developed by the 
Minuteman Regional Vocational 
Technical School in Lexington, for the 
schools. The Minuteman system is already 
installed at Greater Lawrence VoTech, 
where the school computer would be 
located. 

School Committeeman Casimir Kolaski, 
a delegate to the computer committee, 
moved Tuesday night for approval of the 
school portion of the plan, and he appeared 
to have support of Colleagues Joe Finn and 
Alan Doerr. 

Elaine Viehmann was the lone member 
to baik at the motion (Chairman David 
Ahouse was absent), until FinCom Chair- 
man Donn Byrne convinced Kolaski to 
withdraw his motion. 

As the only ‘‘fly in the ointment,’’ Mrs. 
Viehmann said she felt the proposal dealt 
with ‘‘a lot of generalisms,’’ and that 
there had not been any real discussion ‘‘if 
we want all those things.’’ 


The computer would handle both 
business and academic applications, and 
according to the proposal, 20 new ter- 
minals would be added to the school 
department’s present 15, with an eye 
toward a possible 130 terminals in the 
future. 

A tentative schedule proposed by the ad- 
ministration calls for census, program ac- 
counting, personnel, student information, 
Chapter 766, transportation and inventory 
control all to be on computer by June, 
1979.

instance, how transportation even got on 


the list. She said she felt they might be 
‘‘buying a 747 when it may turn out that we 
can do it with a 707. We may need a pilot, 
which I don’t think we have,’ she said, 
referring to the computer committee’s 
recommendation that a high-priced 
programmer would not be necessary. 


“‘T just feel that we’re allowing our con- 


‘cern to do certain things as soon as possi- 


ble to push us into a situation that we 
haven’t prepared enough for,”’ she said. 

She said she wanted to know what else is 
going to happen and when,”’ and ‘‘have a 
part in the decision.”’ 

FinCom’s Byrne said that he was plan- 
ning to vote against the proposal ‘‘at this 
particular time.”’ 

He said he felt the interest rate the town 
would be paying was ‘‘too high,’’ and that 
there had been a difference in estimated 
cost between the material he received 
from the school department and from.the 
computer advisory committee. 

“TI need to tell the townspeople what 
total cost we’re talking about over the 
next five years,’’ ke said. ‘‘This isn’t just a 
bag of peanuts.

The advisory committee had estimated 
a cost of some $500,000 over five years, 
and when making the presentation two 
weeks ago, Chairman George Orfanedes 
indicated that if the computer hardware 
wasn’t ordered in September, delivery 
could be delayed several months. 

' Byrne said the Finance Committee has 
generally supported the idea of data 


-processing, but had certain reservations 


about the current proposal. 

He said they hadn’t even talked about 
means of financing the proposal, because 
they had just been handed the report. 

It was due out in June, he said, but was a 
month and a half late. 

While asking the school committee to 
defer its vote until technical questions 
were answered, and some groundwork 
laid on financing, Byrne added, ‘‘we’re not 
advocating that it be put off for an in- 
definite time. But considering the dollars

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Heidt, Foote Key

The sensational 1-2 pitching punch 
provided by lefthander Bob Heidt and 
righthander Fred Foote was the key to the 
success of the Andover Babe Ruth 
baseball team this past summer. 

While they were checking the opposition 
and establishing several new team 
records, the Andover offense was being 
led by Steve Rathbun, Jon Pelletier, 
Wayne Merola, Heidt and Foote. 

The locals, after staggering to a 4-6 start 
in Greater-Lawrence League play, ended 
the season with a 20-11-2 overall record as 
they capped the campaign by winning the 
playoff championship. 

Included in the late-season stretch run 
wre a 10-game winning streak, a 12-game 
undefeated skein (two ties), and a 
separate five-game victory string. 

Andover chalked up a 15-2-2 record in its 
final 19 league games.

All of those figures 
are new team records. 

Heidt did not allow an earned run over 
the last 34 innings he pitched. 

Bob gave up 39 hits, walked 30 and 
struck out 66. 

Heidt’s final record was 7-2-1, but it 
could easily have been 10-0. 

He lost a rain-shortened 2-1 decision to 
North Andover in which both runs were 
unearned, dropped a 1-0 verdict to South 
Lawrence East on a passed ball, and hook- 
ed up in a masterful nine-inning pitcher’s 
duel against North Andover that was final- 
ly halted by darkness with the score 1-10. 

Fred Foote wasn’t far behind. 

He matched Heidt in total appearances 
with 11, a team record, and completed six 
of his nine starts. | 

Foote tossed three shutouts and barely 
missed two others when shoddy defense 
led to unearned runs in the late innings. 


In 64 frames he surrendered a mere 28 
hits and 13 earned runs, posting a 1.42 
ERA. 

Foote’s final ledger read 7-1, and except 
for two streaks of wildness he could have 
easily been 9-0.

but the win went to Ed Powers after he 
tossed three strong innings of relief. 

Steve Rathbun, who started two games 
and relieved in five others, racked up a 3-2 
record with a 3.21 ERA. 

Jon Pelletier, completing three of eight 
starts, had a deceptive 1-3 mark. He clos- 
ed with a solid 2.80 ERA, giving up just 24 
hits and striking out 39 in 35 innings.

Soccer forces lost another bid to use the 
varsity football field this week, when the 
school committee elected not to make the 
issue a matter of policy. 

The committee once again left the deci- 
sion in the hands of Athletic Director 
Richard Swift, but charged him to review 
the matter with player safety as the prime 
consideration. 

Earlier in the summer Swift had 
recommended that the Eugene “Lovely 
Field at the high school be kept only for 
football, citing the high contact nature of 
the sport and the particular need for main- 
taining safe field conditions to prevent 
knee and ankle injuries. 

School Chairman David Ahouse had 

placed the question back on Tuesday 
night’s agenda because, he said, some 
parents didn’t feel the matter had had suf- 
ficient airing. 
’ Swift said Tuesday he has requested that 
a soccer field be included in proposed high 
school renovations, and he offered three 
“‘make do’’ alternatives for the mean- 
time: that soccer continue to use the pre- 
sent field adjacent to the high school, that 
they use the practice football field as a 
game field for soccer, or that they use the 
Sacred Heart or West Elementary fields 
(both of which he said are about the right 
size). 

He maintained that the varsity football 
field was designed and planned in 1968 as a 
“‘topnotch football facility’’ with ap- 
propriate spectator space, and that other 
areas were set aside for other sports. 


Since football is such a high contact 
sport, he said it is ‘‘absolutely essential’”’ 
that the football surface be maintained at 
a better rate to prevent serious injuries, a 
possibility obvious, he said, by the fact 
that 75 percent of the athletic insurance 
goes to football coverage, while 25 percent 


_ covers 18 other sports. 


He said the field is now maintained in 
‘“‘adequate’”’ condition while being used 15 
to 17 times a year, and felt extended use 
would rapidly deteriorate the surface. 


He noted that one ‘‘multi-purpose”’ field 
in the Merrimack Valleyl, which he later 
identified as Billerica, is in very poor con- 
dition, and added that Andover’s field as it 
is, is in “extremely poor condition by 


Sewer Tie Gets OK 


Instrumentation Laboratories has been 
given a consensus green light to develop 
plans for a sewer connection to its propos- 
ed industrial building in Lowell Junction. 

The firm intends to acquire 50 acres in 
the Lowell Junction industrial area, just 
north of the Gillette plant, as announced in 
last week’s TOWNSMAN. 


Needed to tie the building into the sewer 
system is a force main and pumping sta- 
tion; with the force main located in a 
public way. 


Joseph R. Costello, vice president of the 
Lexington-based firm, met with local of- 
ficials this. past week to discuss engineer- 
ing problems relative to the utility lines 
and maintenance agreements. 

The plans were reviewed with the 
selectmen, sitting as the sewer com- 
missioners Monday night, with the board 
giving approval to the tie-in, as both town 
and company officials continue to iron out 
details of the utility line link. 

Also discussed was the possible access 
road from Route 93 to the Lowell Junction 
area, a.matter the town has been working 
on with the state for a number of years.

November.”’ He said Public Works Direc- 
tor Robert McQuade feels nine more 
games would do considerable harm. 

Swift further said that additional lines 
placed on the field for soccer, even though 
of a different color, could cause confusion 
to the players of both sports as well as 
problems for the Department of Public 
Works which is responsible for putting 
them there. 

He also cited possible conflicts in 
scheduling, and finally, maintained that 
the football field still wouldn’t provide the 
width desired. The present soccer field is 
just under 55 yards wide and 106 yards 
long, he said, whereas recommended size 
is 55 to 75 feet wide and 100 to 120 feet long. 


He said the soccer coach feels the in- 
creased width is most important, and that 
they could only get about 58 yards, or 
three yards more, out of the football field. 

“That’s not really going to solve the 
problem,”’ Swift said. 


Ralph Luby, a “‘soccer parent,’’ led off 
for the Soccer Association, claiming that 
“the football field is probably the best in 
the Merrimack Valley, while the soccer 
field is probably the worst.” 

He said that the football field is also the 
least used facility in town, and added that 
no private company could afford -to set 
aside such a large expanse for only 15 to 18 
uses a year. 

He said thé*soccer parents would like to 
see a better soccer field for safety’s sake, 
to allow greater spectator opportunity, 
and to bring soccer to up ‘‘to a par’’ with 
other sports. 

He said they were particularly concern- 
ed about the condition of the present 
soccer field, which was not used in the spr- 
ing because it was to be reseeded. He said 
the reseeding was not accomplished until 
late July or early August, and that while 
it’s now green, there’s ‘‘very little grass.” 

He said it is also used for phys ed 
programs throughout the day and that the 
well-packed nature of the field could cause 
injuries among the players who haven’t 
yet reached the skill levels of players in 
other countries. 

He said one Andover boy and one 
Chelmsford player were ‘“‘fairly badly 
hurt’’ on the existing field a year ago.

One of the proposed locations of such a 
road, and probably the least expensive, is 
near the acreage planned for development 
by the new industry. 

General feeling among selectmen Mon- 
day was that the access road is in the state 
of anticipation and probability, as Select- 
man James Abramson put it, while the IL 
proposal was firmer and in the ‘bird in the 
hand’ category. 

It was felt that alternate locations could 
be provided for an access road. 

With the consensus to allow the sewer 
tie-in, working with local department of 
public works officials, Costello will be 
able to get plans moving forward for con- 
struction of the first building which will 
occupy 120,000 square feet and cost ap- 
proximately $3,600,000. 

Also Monday night, selectmen gave ap- 
proval to an application by Cressey- 
Dockham Co. for a $2.75 million loan for 
expansion of its facilities in Lowell Junc- 
tion. The loan was processed through the 
newly created Industrial Financing 


Authority and allows the company to ob- 


tain funding for the expansion at a better 
interest rate. 
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A Little Consideration 
Is Certainly Due 


We can certainly sympathize with residents of the 
Burnham Road area who are being bothered throughout 
the night and early morning hours by railroad ac- 
tivities. 

A week ago residents of the particular area of 
Shawsheen appeared before selectmen to explain their 
plight — the switching and making up of freights using 
the tracks in the Shawsheen area throughout the night. 

The activity was initiated after the Boston and Maine 
reduced its trackage along the local lines from two sets 
to one. Cutbacks in maintenance, payroll and other 
Savings resulted from the move made over a year ago. 

Problem, however, results from the necessity to use 
the single track into the Andover area to make up long 
freights from the Lawrence yards. 

What makes the matter more irritating to the 
abutters of the railroad lines, is that for the most part 
they had purchased their homes and property in the 
area with full knowledge that the trains would be pass- 
ing by. This was acceptable to them, even in times when 
frequency of trains was better than at present. 

But, they didn’t opt for being part of a freight yard. 

The whistling of a passing train is something to which 
one becomes accustomed. 

But the jarring noise of freight cars being coupled and 


uncoupled — diesels revving up to move a convoy, etc. 
was far from expected. 


It doesn’t take too mucy imagination to realize what 
it must have been like during those hot, humid nights 
this summer when the ‘freight yard’ was in operation. 


A call to Boston and Maine officials concerning the 
noise got a response which would hardly be classified as 
being in the best interests of good public relations. The 
resident was told the B. and M. owned the property and 
could do what they wanted. 


The Shawsheen resident properly told him that he, 
too, owned his property but couldn’t blow a bugle in his 
back yard at 4 in the morning. 

The residents have asked municipal officials for some 
assistance in dealing with the Boston and Maine to 
abate the noise and nighttime activity next to their 
homes. 


We would hope that some assistance can be found, 
Since the B. and M. abutters are faced with an in- 
tolerable situation produced by the utility. When they . 
purchased their Andover property, the residents 
accepted the railroad as a tolerable neighbor. Subse- 
quent activity by the B. and M., has aggravated that 
neighborly relationship. 


Returns On Investments 


It is pleasant to see the amount of industrial activity 
being generated in Andover. 

In recent weeks, Instrumentation Laboratories of 
Lexington has indicated a desire to locate facilities in 
Lowell Junction and Cressey-Dockham Co., a food 
warehouse plant already in the junction, has indicated it 
plans to expand its building. 

Inquiries about availability of land for industrial 
development in Andover continue to come before the 
town manager and the industrial development commis- 
sion. 

For Andover taxpayers, such activity represents a 
return on investments made in the past decade. 

When Gillette Co. announced its intent to locate in 
Lowell Junction, it necessitated special town meeting 
action to provide bonding for extension of utility lines 
and road improvements to the area. 

When Hewlett-Packard indicated its desire to locate 
in the West Andover Industrial area, voters again were 
asked to come up with some funds to go with earlier ap- 
propriations to extend utilities to that section of An- 


dover. 

While the prime movers, Gillette and Hewlett- 
Packard, indeed were well worth the town making the 
necessary sewer and water line extensions, subsequent 
development has provided added returns for Andover’s 
tax base. 

The Lowell Junction area has developed well with 
both major industrial plants and some smaller com- 
panies finding the area to their liking. 

Some problems still face the Instrumentation 
Laboratories development there, but they do not seem 
insurmountable, thus clearing the path for the start of 
construction of the first plant with an estimated cost of 
$3.6 million. 

In the West Andover area, it is anticipated that ad- 
ditional development will be forthcoming in the very 
near future. Hewlett-Packard also plans additional con- 
struction there over the next several years. 

Judging from activity in both areas, it appears An- 
dover invested wisely in potential industrial develop- 
ment.

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WASHINGTON -— Thirty- 
eight years ago Germany 
and Japan were in ruins. 
The United States wanted 
to rebuild the world, so we 
helped our former enemies 
back on their feet. 

Now our good deeds are 
coming back to haunt us. 
German and Japanese fac- 
tories, built at U.S. 
expense, today are putting 
American firms out of 
business and American 
workers out of work. 

In Japan, for example, 
we provided both the fi- 
nancing and technology to 
create a Japanese textile 
industry that today 
threatens our own with 
ruin.

velop close ties with 
Peking. Yet a month later, 
Japan signed a_ trade 
agreement with China. 
Now Japan and China have 
signed a treaty of peace 
and friendship. 

Yet Japan does not have 
the military power to stand 
up to Russia. It’s the 
United States that backs 
Japan’s tough diplomacy. 

The same is true of West 
Germany. In May, Soviet 
leader Leonid Brezhnev 
paid a four-day visit to 
Bonn. He brought powerful 
pressure upon the West 
Germans to loosen their 
ties with the West. The 
West Germans stood up to 
him. They were able to do 
this because of, U.S. mili- 
tary backing. 

Meanwhile, the Ger- 
mans and the Japanese are 
enjoying unprecedented 
prosperity. Maybe the 
time has come for them to 
help bear the military bur- 
den that makes this possi- 
ble. 

Uncomfortable News: 
Our mail is full of sad 
complaints from _ people 
who can’t seem to keep up 
with soaring prices. The 
poor are upset with the 
present. The middle 
classes are worried about 
the future. The rich are 
scheming to beat inflation. 
And the economic gap be- 
tween the three is widen- 
ing. 

Young couples are start- 
ing out their marriages 
heavily in debt. Elderly 
people, who live-on fixed 
incomes, are caught in a 
squeeze. And both young 
and old seem to have lost 
faith in President Carter’s 
ability to manage the econ- 
omy. 

And the news is not com- 
forting. President Carter 
established a special task 


force to fight inflation. Its 
report won’t be ready for 
the president until the mid- 
dle of next month. But 
insiders tell us the task 
force doesn’t anticipate 
much economic relief. 

Here’s the main prob- 
lem: In July, American 
motorists burned up 8 mil- 
lion barrels of gasoline 
every day. This was an 
increase of almost eight 
percent over July, 1977. 

Every extra barrel had 
to be imported from over- 
seas. This increased the 
trade deficit, because the 
United States buys more 
from foreign nations than 
it sells back to them. 

The trade deficit, in turn, 
has driven the value of the 
dollar down. The devalua- 
tion of the dollar increases 
the cost of foreign goods. 
Of course, American man- 
ufacturers can’t resist the 
temptation to raise their 
prices to keep up with the 
cost of imported goods. 

Then workers demand 
higher wages to keep up 
with the prices. And manu- 
facturers raise their prices 
still higher to make up for 
the added labor costs. The 
president’s inflation-fight- 
ing task force sees no 
break in this spiraling cir- 
cle. 

There’s another grave 
danger. Most Americans 
have figured out that 
prices will continue to rise. 
This has started a buy-now 
psychology. Millions of 
middle-class buyers are 
signing up for cars and 
homes they can’t really 
afford — on the theory that 
everything will be even 
more expensive in the 
future. : 

Thus Americans are pil- 
ing up debts that will be 
difficult to pay. The nation 
is on a credit binge. This is

what caused the last great 
Depression in 1929. The 
creditors began demand- 
ing payment and there 
wasn’t enough money to go 
around. People who gam- 
bled on higher values 
found their property sud- 
denly worth less. 

The best advice, econo- 
mists tell us, is to hedge. 
Invest half your surplus in 
anticipation of rising pric- 
es. But bank half your 
surplus on the possibility 
that the economy may 
falter. 

If everyone did this, the 
economy wouldn’t falter. 

Gun Traffic: We’ve ob- 
tained a secret intelligence 
study about the illegal traf- 
fic in guns. The study 
charges that some Califor- 
nia gun dealers have been 
selling semi-automatic ri- 
fles to convicted criminals, 
illegal aliens and drug 
smugglers. 

Federal investigators 
have traced several Val- 
met rifles, for example, to 
known criminals and radi- 
cals. The Valmet is a semi- 
automatic rifle manufac- 
tured in Finland. It easily 
can be converted into a 
machine gun. 

Under federal law, li- 
censed dealers are forbid- 
den’ to sell firearms to 
felons. Yet a number of 
Valmets were sold by li- 
censed dealers to the 
underworld. 

The guns also have 
turned up in the hands of 
radicals, both left and 
right, including the Na- 
tional Socialist White 
People’s Party. According 
to the secret study, these 
groups have been stockpil- 
ing not only Valmets, but 
other sophisticated weap- 
ons as well.
